A rt of Gargling 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
• It is the month of sore throats 
and the sound of the gargle is 
heard in the land. 
Does gargling do any good? Is 
there a right and a wrong way to 
gargle? 
Doctors are inclined to believe 
that gargling is a harmless but 
useless pastime. 
They haven’t 
given much attention to the sub­ 
ject, however—at least I have just 
looked through three text-books 
on nose and throat diseases with-

out finding any discussion of g ar­ 
gling at all. But in spite of their 
apparent lack of enthusiasm I can 
tell you as one who knows them 
in their native lairs, that doctors 
go right ahead and gargle just like 
the rest of you whenever they get 
a sore throat. 
The theoretical action of gar­ 
gling is to soothe the sore throat 
by a hot or a cold fluid, to remove 
mucus and debris, as by a douche, 
and to kill germs by the antiseptic 
action of the drugs contained in 
the gargle solution. 
Does Not Kill Germs 
All doctors, including myself, 
agree, I think, that the last ac­ 
tion is mostly a figment of the 
imagination. The germs that cause 
apharyngitis or tonsillitis are im­ 
bedded under the surface of the 
mucous membrane of the throat, 
so that the antiseptic action of 
the gargle can’! get at them. And 
there are no selective drugs for 
this purpose that will kill the 
germs and not harm the tissues 
also. 
So the first question—of what 
to put in a gargle—can be an­ 
swered by saying there is no hope 
in a strong antiseptic solution, the 
milder the gargle the better, and 
probably hot water or hot salt 
water is as good as anything. 
Swallowing is an inevitable possi­ 
bility during gargling, so the so­ 
lution used m ust be perfectly 
harmless if absorbed. The time 
honored use of a few drops of 
tincture of chloride of iron in the 
gargle has an astringent and 
partly soothing effect. The “Gold­ 
en gargle” of the official National 
Formulary of the druggists can 
be used and it is guaranteed on ac­ 
count of its taste that it will not 


be overused. The alkaline aro­ 
matic solution of the National 
Formulary is also soothing and 
palatable. 


Proper Method of Gargling 


The chief criticism of tho gar­ 
gle is that it docs not reach the in­ 
flamed tissues of the pharynx in 
ordinary sore throat, which is its 
only field of usefulness. As ordi­ 
narily performed it does not. Drs. 
Snow and Stern of New York used 
fluids that cast a shadow on the 
X-ray plate; and found that with 
ordinary gargling the tongue is 
pressed against the soft palate so 
that the fluid does not reach the 
pharynx. The recommended tech­ 
nique is: Sit well back in a chair, 
take a swallow of water in the 
mouth and bend the head as far 
back as possible. In this position 
the larynx occludes the esophagus. 
Now protrude the tongue and 
grasp the tip with a handkerchief 
and try to swallow the water, 
which in this position is impos­ 
sible. You will feel, however, as 
if you had swallowed the water. 
Now start to gargle, to exhale air 
slowly. Then close the mouth and 
quickly throw the head and body 
forward. This forces the fluid into 
the back of the pharynx. When 
the art is learned, after a few 
trials, try your hot salt gargle. 
When properly executed the sen­ 
sation is that of great relief from 
the throat irritation. 
Children can usually not be 
taught to gargle successfully. 
Whatever science says, the ordi­ 
nary patient with the sore throat 
of a beginning cold thinks that 
gargling is worth while.
